He bad 
been given a piece of toast and some 
coffee in addition to the customary 
allowance of beef tea. The President 
took his breakfast with relish, and 
talked freely to those who were in the 
room. He was in excellent spirits. 


Doctor Myuter announces that it 


will be some time before the Presi- 
dent will be able to sit up. The phy- 
sicians are exercising every care, and 
the President will not be permitted 
to sit up until the wound in the abdo- 
men heals and the heart action grows 
normal. 


Doctor Mann, who remained some- 


time after the other physicians" left, 
said the President could not be doing 
better. He asked for a cigar which 
was refused. 
The doctor said he 


would have to wait awhile before he 
will be allowed to smoke.

not Day a cent but would remain in 
jaiL Three attempts were made by 
his friends to induce him to permit 
the payment of bis tine, but on every 
occasion be refused in language that 
appears better when not in print. He 
declared more t-hau once that he would 
sweat it out, as be styles it.and sweat- 
ing it out he is. 
Castetter continued at- every oppor- 


tunity to declare that he would not 
allow his fine to be paid, aad Wednes- 
day evening he was committed to the 
Zanesville workhouse. John Del Pot- 
ter, who was in the city prison for the 
same offense, was also sent over the 
road. Chief Mapel took the men to 
Zanesville and they will be permitted 
to work out their tines. 
Two other members of the gang 


were locked up one night not long ago 
and because of their language and de- 
fiance the lights were put out in the 
corridor of the prison and they were 
left in darkness. At a later hour Mayor 
Cassingham and Chief Mapel went to 
see them, and the n.ayor hearing sobs 
went to the: younger of the pair and 
asked him if he would promise to be 
good if released. The little rascal's 
eyes flashed through his tears, and a 
burst of profanity such as those oid 
walls only hear on special occasions 
came from his lips. Tlie officers wait- 
ed until the boy was through and 
turning out the light left the boys to 
their vindictive reflections. 
Train jumping, for which Castetter 
was arrested, is being vigorously 
fought by Pan Handle officers 
The 
law not only provides for the punish- 
ment of those who jump trains for 
the purpose of riding, but includes 
those who cross trains while stand- 
ing. In fact, the law provides for the 
arrest of all persons who touch a train 
with any other object in view than 
that of boarding it for the purpose of 
going to some other point in the regu- 
lar way. The authorities have many 
cases of this kind, one young man in 
the city having been arrested three 
times for train jumping before he re- 
alized the railroad company was in 
earnest and proposed to have the law 
enforced.

Buffalo Police Want tbe High 


Priestess of Anarchy. 


CONSPIRACY CHARGES TO BE F1LEDL

Buffalo, Sept 12.—The police hare 


taken the preliminary steps necessary 
to secure the extradition of Emma 
Goldman, the anarchist leader under 
arrest at Chicago, for alleged complic- 
ity in the plot to bill President Mc- 
Kialey. and it is understood that ap- 
plication for her removal to this state 
will go forward to the Illinois authori- 
ties just as quickly as the formalities 
can be complied with. Other than sig- 
nifying their general intent, the police 
keep silent as to the course that they 
plan to follow and the exact nature 
of the charge to be made against the 
Goldman woman has not yet been dis- 
closed. 
Superintendent of Police Bull takes" 


the ground that an indictment is not 
necessary to secure the Chicago pris- 
oner, and, although there Is a. grand 
jury in session here now. It may not 
be asked to indict the woman. It Is 
generally beiiered that Emma Goldman 
Is to be tried under tbe laws of this 
state for conspiracy, but it Is admit- 
ted that much depends upon the na- 
ture of the showing that can be made 
against her in court. Doubt is ex- 
pressed that the police hare so far 
been able to secure any satisfactory 
evidence conecung her with the crime 
committed by Czolgosz, and the abil- 
ity of the police to secure a convic- 
tion upon the information they now 
have is seriously questioned in some 
quarters. The police continue to with- 
hold all information about their work, 
but say that they will not proceed 
against Emma Goldman unless their 
investigations fully warrant such ac- 
tion. 


Emma Held Without Bail. 


Chicago. Sept. 12.—Magistrate Prin- 


diville decided that Emma Goldman, 
the anarchist lecturer under arrest 
here, should be held without bail 
pending the decision of similar cases 
in the upper court. The action of Jus- 
tice Prindiville in holding her without 
bail extends only to Friday. At that 
that time the question will be recon- 
sidered and the magistrate will decide 
whether she shall be held without bail 
or released under bonds until the pre- 
liminary hearing of the charge against 
her, which is set for Sept. 19. 


Miss Goldman appeared for the pre- 


liminary hearing before the magis- 
trate. She had not secured counsel, 
but in a determined voice declared 
that she was ready to act as her own 
attorney. The assistant city prosecu- 
tor, however, obtained a continuance 
of the hearing until Sept. IS, the date 
set for the hearing of the other anar- 
chists-in custody here:—Mr. Owens, 
the prosecutor, stated that the result 
of an investigation at Buffalo was be- 
ing awaited.

In preparation of a large map of the 
oceans of the world, showing the drift 
of currents, writes the Washington 
correspondent of the St- Louis Ulobe- 
Deiuoi-ntt. The data which will be eon- 
taiued in the uiap have been secured In 
8 siovt-1 way. They have couie to tbt- de- 
parluurut ill beer bottles. For the past 
two yi-ars the United States has been 
st-udlug out on every ship that could 
be iiiduced to carry them hundreds of 
beer bottles. 
In these directions are 


sealed in seven different languages. 
Tbe sh!p carrying the bottles notes 
carefully certain locations by longitude 
and latitude, places Uiose in the sealed 
bo-ales and casts ti.em adrift. Days 
and months pass before these are pick- 
ed up. Tbe skipper who takes them 
from the water Is asked to note the 
latitude and longitude at which they 
are secured and estimate the probable 
distance they have traveled since being 
thrown overboard originally.

of tbese bottles bave been returned to 
the iiavy department 


Russia is closely co-operating with 


this government in carrying out the 
idea, and instructions are issued by 
each hydrojraphic office that any bot- 
tle picked up at sea by the skipper of 
some ship not of that government shall 
be at once reported. All American aud 
Russian merchant warships are ex- 
pected to note the locality of bottles 
they may Bud drifting about and to 
again turn them adrift after observing 
the original places tbey were thrown in- 
to the sea indicated on the .waterproof 
paper supplied by the two governments 
to ships assisting in the plan. 


Recent rej>orts present some remark- 


able drifts of bottles, several having 
goui- as far as tl.e distance across the 
oc« an and one double that distance.

Washington, Sept. 1*. — The Schk>jr 


court of inquiry convened here today, 
all members being present, and a 
large number of witnesses on hand. 
Formalities marked the opening and 
are expected to consume the entire 
day, but tbere was no dispositkw* o* 
the part of the members to magnify 
the court's importance by useless cer- 
emony. Three admirals are partici- 
pating, and it Is gathered from the at- 
titude of the government officials that 
they hare no present intention of call- 
ing Admiral Sampson. 


Precisely at 1 p. m_ the members of 


the court were seated. Admiral Dewejr 
at the center of the table, placed 
crosswise of the courtroom, with A4-

miral Benham on his right and Rear 
Admiral Howison on his left- 
The 


witnesses stood at the left end of the 
table next the official stenographer, 
and the judge advocate. Captain Lem- 
ly, with Solicitor EL P. Hanna, his as- 
sociate in the case, occupied the other 
end of the table. A place was reserved 
for Mr. Stayton. who is to represent 
naval officers not officiary named as 
yet. The judge advocate first ad- 
dressed the court and read the pre- 
cept under which it is convened. Next 
came the most interesting part of the 
day's proceedings, namely, the chat 
leasing by Admiral Schleys counsel 
of the competency of Rear Admiral 
Howison as a member of the court. 
They reiterated the charge that Ad- 
miral Howison had expressed an opin- 
ion adverse to Admiral Schley. The 
expectation is that an honr or two will 
be consumed in argument by counsel 
directed to the two members of the 
court whose competency is not ques- 
tioned. Admirals Dewey and Benham 
then will determine whether or not 
the statements presented are 
suffi- 


cient to make manifest the incompe- 
tency of Rear Admiral Howison. There 
will be no appeal from their decision 
on this point. 


The court of inquiry for a long 


time in progress at the Brooklyn nary 
yard to investigate trouble in the ma- 
rine corps, has come to a sensational 
termination. Major C. H. Lauchheim- 
er and Colonel F. L. Denny charged 
Colonel Robert L. Meade with drunk- 
enness on duty, while an inspection 
was in progress at the Brooklyn navy 
yard. Colonel Meade replied by charg- 
ing Major Lauchheimer with making 
a false report and Colonel Denny with 
reporting against him (Meade) in or- 
der to cover up irregularities with 
contractors on Denny's part. The 
court 
of inquiry acquitted 
Major 


Lanchheimer and Colonel Denny of 
Meade's charges. It sustained the 
•barge against Colonel Meade, and in 
addition charged him with violation of 
the naval regulations in replying with 
a countercharge -when asked for a re- 
port, and also of false swearing on the 
witness stand. The court recommend- 
ed that the colonel be tried by court- 
martial upon these charges.
